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Sermon to the Graduating Class of | tudes. 


Abbot Academy. 


Delivered at South Church, Andover, 
June 12, 1892, by Rev. Willard G. 
Sperry of Manchester, N, H. 


‘And it came to pass,when Jesus had 
ended these sayings, the people were 
astonished at his doctrine: 

For he taught them as one having 
authority, and not as the scribes.’’ — 


Matthew vii: 28:29. 


It came to pass, no doubt,- when 
Jesus had ended these sayings, that 
the silence of the listening congrega- 
tion was broken. As the multitudes 
in separate lines went down the moun- 
tain sides, so many living streams 
turned backward to the sources whence 
they had come, they talked, we may 1m- 
agine, about the new preacher and the 
new utterance of truth, They had_lis- 
tened, at last, to one who did not ap- 
peal to wise men of the past to. find 
authority for his own words. They 
had heard, for once, a preacher who 
dared judge and even reject some of 
the wisdom of their traditional law. 
They had caught the mood and pur- 
pose of the words ‘‘Ye have heard that 
it was said to them of old time, but I 
say unto you.’’ Six times in the course 
of the brief sermon, with slight varia- 
tien of form, had the words been re- 
peated: ‘*Ye have heard that it was 
said to them of old time, but I say unto 
you.” We are not left in doubt in 
regard to one impression which the 
sermon.of Jesus made. More impor- 
tant than the beatitudes and the moral 
precepts was the deep conviction they 
had gained about the preacher himself. 
They said, ‘‘He speaks as one having 
authority... He is not like our scribes.” 

In so saying they were right. The 
sermon on the Mount,like all the words 
of Jesus, is full of a calm authority. Its 
mood is imperative. The very beati- 
tudes, so full of gentleness and grace, 
have in them a sovereign quality. 
“Theirs is the kingdom of heaven: 
they shall be comforted: they shall in- 
herit the earth: they shall be filled: 
they shall see God: they shall be called 
the children of God:’’—all these are 
words of kingly authority. They are 
not merely persuasive or permissive or 
explanatory. They are the laws of the 
kingdom, sovereign _as__gravitation, 
having behind them the King’s wisdom 
and his unalterable will. It is this 
authoritative quality in the words of 
Jesus of which I wish to speak to you 
this morning. 

There are ‘wo reasons why this 
theme, the authority of Christ, is timely 
and important. The first is this: cur- 
rent religious thought dwells much 


upon the passive virtues of Christ. We 
speak of him as the ‘*Man of sorrows,”’ 
and such he was. We linger much 
over the thought of him as the Saviour 
by suffering and death, and such, 
blessed be his name, he surely 1s. We 
delight to believe in him as a sympa- 
thizing friend, and such he is.) When 
we think of his words we are apt to 
say: 

‘*How sweetly flowed the Gospel sound 

From lips of gentleness and grace,” 


and such thought attractively presents 
him as he really was and as he really is. 
We remember that Jesus came not to 
the camp or court or to any public sta- 
tion, but to the private lite of men, 
He came to a familiar domestic minis- 
try in the midst of us, who belong te 
common life. He came to acareer full 
of tenderness and humility. He was 
one easily approached. We recall that 
he was a patient and silent man, never 
attempting to thrust himself upon the 
notice, vf those about him. Prophecy 
said of him ‘*He shall not cry nor lift 
up, nor cause his voice to be heard in 
the street,’?. which prophecy was ful- 
filled. Now-all this truly characterizes 
Christ; but the future is incomplete: 
the strongest lines are left-out of it, 
until we find everywhere the calm 
strength of a full and. final authority. 
An eminent teacher of rhetoric once 
said to me, ‘The Christ of the Gospels 
is always pathetic.’? The saying troubled 
me for many years. I was not much 
attracted by a pathetic character, ene 
calling out no nobler emotions than 
grief and pity; a character winsome to 
children perhaps, but not to men, At 
last I came to know that the saying 13 
entirely untrue. This Lamb of God is 
also the Lion of the tribe of Judah, 
having the mastery of himself, the 
mastery over winds and waves, the 
mastery oyer human hearts. The 
lovely star of Bethlehem is also the all- 
powerful sun. The sunlight is often 
gentle; it falls upon us with caressing 
touch; but the sun is sovereign in the 
heavens. The words and deeds — of 
Christ, however gentle, are always 
authoritative, And his authority is un- 
like that of others who speak to us 
from the sacred word. Their authority 
is partial; his authority. .is complete. 
Theirs is derived; his! underived. 
Moses seeking to make his words im- 
yerative appealed not to himself but to

But the Mountain of 
the Beatitudes is only an elevated 
lateau, accessible to all, surrounded 
y smiling plains, There was the thick 
darkness; “here the morning light. 
There the stern prohibition ‘‘Thou 
shalt not;”’ here the gracious enumera- 
tion of the blessings of the kingdom. 
And this contrast must be allowed if it 
be not carried toofar. But it is carried 
too far if it makes the words of Moses 
imperative and the words of Christ 
merely advisory. It is carried too far 
if it makes the ten commandments a 
law, and the precepts of Christ merely 
persuasive. All of us are baptized 
unto Moses. We read the words ‘*thou 
shalt not kill,’’ ‘thou shalt not commit 
adultery,’’ *‘thou shalt not steal,’ and 
their imperative quality is clear and 
commands our hearts. We acknow- 
ledge their authority:” but the words, 
“leve your enemies, bless them that 
curse you; pray for them that despite- 
fully use you and persecute you’’ seem 
to us of too lofty and spiritual a tone to 
belong to the code of any kingdom. 
They become admonitions which: it 
would be impudent for us to disregard 
utterly, but which we find it impracti- 
cable to observe commonly and impos- 
sible to obey perfectly. The contrast 
between the law and the gospel must 
be disallowed unless we are ready to 
admit that the same sovereign authori- 
tative quality which lives in the ten 
words spoken to Moses upon Sinai, 
lives also 1m the precepts of the sermon 
on the Mount. 

Review for’a little the life of Jesus, 
and the fact that his life and words 
were always authoritative will become 
clearer to you. See him at tne tine of 
temptation in the wilderness, The 
question raised by the tempter is not 
whether Christ is a sovereign with 
right and power to command; that is 

mitted and the only question is in 
what way his authority shall be used. 
Read through the whele story of ac- 
queer withthe twelve and-you 

ud that he keeps always his own 
superior level. From the first moment 
when he called some of them away 
from their fishing-boats, saying ‘‘Come 
and follow me,’ to that last recorded 
utterance at Bethany ‘Go teaeh all 
nations,’ you find him everywhere and 
always exercising “the right to com- 
mand the service, the thoughts, the 
very affections of those who followed 
him. The empire which he claimed 
was unlimited. The twelve were nota 
democracy. They were not an oli- 
gereny. They were members of a 

ingdem under one who had the power 
and the right to command. He was 
not a leader chosen by their suffrages. 
When-—he—wished to remind them ef a 
fact far deeper than their choice of him 
he said ‘*Ye have not chosen me but I 
have chosen you.’’ Always he led the 
way, epaide they followed. If the 
wisest or the most foolish of them op- 
posed his will 1t was only to learn some 
sharp lesson touching his final author- 
ity. Peter and John remembered Christ 
as a companion, but not as a compan: 
ion merely. They thought of him as a 
friend, but not as a friend merely. In 
the most familiar hours his kingliness 
did not forsake him. Peter remem- 
bered an unreflecting moment when he 
first learned that the way which Jesus 
traversed led to the cross, He began 
to say ‘‘Be it far from Thee Lord: this 
shall not be unto thee.’’? But in sover- 
eign majesty the Lord silenced him 
saying ‘Get thee behind me, Satan; 
thou art an offense unto me.’’ When 
Peter began to legislate for the king- 
dom and assumed for the moment, the 
right to lead one whem he had chosen 
to follow, he was out of his place. 
Listen to the calls which Christ made 
to those about him. Whether he says 
“repent, believe, follow me, take up the 
cross, seek first the kingdom of God’ 
there is always a sovereign certainty in 
his words aud tones. Whether hiss 
chosen theme is God or man, holiness 
or sin, life or death, he speaks with a 
calm and final authority. 

There was a class of men who sur- 
rounded our Lord; who sat in judg- 
ment upon him and were numbered 
among his enemies. They regarded 
themselves as the best authority in mat- 


| priests and scribes. The scribes sat in 
Moses seat. Had our Lord felt any 


words it would have been in their pres- 
ence, Butit was in the presence of 


more than among others, that Jesus 
showed a lofty superiority. Nothing 
in their preeminence led him to abate 
his claim to a sovereign and kingly 
right. Once when they questioned him 
about the source of his authority, he 
merely reminded them of their insin- 
cerity in raising the question, and 
while claiming authority refused to dis- 
cuss its nature and source with them. 

But to one who pursues ina thought- 
ful way an inquiry into the supremacy 
of Jesus, there is a thing more impress- 
ive than his bearing before priests and 
scribes; more convincing than his power 
over disease and death, or over disor- 
dered winds and waves. It is seen 
whenever and wherever he claimed and 
exercised control over human affec- 
tions, and declared that the dearest of 
human ties were as nothing when meas- 
ured by the affection due to him. Shall 
we acknowledge the truth of his words 
“If any man come to me and hate not 
his father, and -mother, and wife and 
children, and brethren and sisters, yea 
and his own life also’’? If the thing be 
so, if the elemental principles of our 
nature are not so authoritative over us 
-as-his-words, then here is the king of 
men by divine right, one whose author: 
ity we cannot overstate and need not 
question. 

If the fact then of the supreme au- 
thority of Jesus over our lives be ad- 
mitted we are interested in the nature 
of the fact, We take up again, but 
in a reverent spirit, the question asked 
by the chief priests, ‘“‘by what authority 
doest thou these things?” The gospels 
do not try to explain this matter, They 
leave us to seek an answer. for our- 
selves. 

A certain authority inheres in know- 
ledge. We call him an authority in 
law, in medicine, in the mechanic arts, 
who for the time knows more than 
others, It is true, indeed, that the 
names of those who are authorities to-

generation hence, or will be cited only 
to show the state of knowledge in their 
day, yet they are authorities now. But 
the right to command the thoughts of 
nien belongs to Christ because he 
knows the truth perfectly. The cen- 
turies have not grown away from him. 
The world has come to believe that 
though heaven and earth shall pass 
away, his words will not pass away. 

An added authority belongs to the 
leader who, possessing the truth, is 
able to be a perfect example of the 
truth in his own life. All of us are 
aware that the authority of those who 
speak to us upon matters of religion, is 
measured by their lives. We listen to 
men who speak to us from the platform 
upon morals or religion and we know 
that the authority of their words is 
made or destroyed. by their lives. If 
they live the truth their words are im- 
perative. If they do not live it, their 
words are shorn of power. Now it has 
been the lot of men in all ages to sit at 
the feet of great teachers and to learn 
of them. And not merely from living 
teachers do they learn, but, refusing to 
let the lapse of time separate them 
from the mighty spirits of the past, 
they sit at the feet of the dead whose 
wisdom still lives in some form which 
the grave cannet destroy and which 
oblivion cannot hide. But not one 
among all the great teachers of the past 
has ever regarded his own life as_per- 
fectly exemplifying the truth which he 
taught; not one save Christ, who said 
‘Tt am the truth.’”? The authority of 
every word he spoke is’ reinforced by 
his life. itself the incarnate word, the 
most convincing utterance of truth. 

It would add immeasurably to the 
authority of the wise teacher, were he 
able to infuse his own spirit into the 
hearts of his pupils, and in this way to 
commend his words to their reason and 
eonscience. This higher authority 
belongs to Christ who not only lives 
outside our lives to instruct us, but who 
lives,like another and better conscience 
within us to interpret his sayings and 
to lead-'us to assent to them. Christ 
made a high claim to supreme author- 
ity when he said ‘‘Every one that is of 
the truth heareth my veice.’’ He does 
not fail to persuade every truth-loving 
spirit that all his commandments have 
behind them a perfect bahay Hab 

If we push our inquiry further and 
ask how it is that a man whe lived in 
Palestine so long ago came to a perfect 
knowledge of the truth, lived it per- 
fectly in his life, and is able to persuade 
men that his claim to authority is just, 
we must find an answer by asking who 
he was and who he is. The reply must 
be that he 1s.one who said i Hetore 
Abraham was I am’’; who said also 
“T and my Father are one. It was be- 
cause he was ‘‘God manifest in the 
flesh,’’ that his words are of final au- 
thority. For Ged is through Christ the 
author ef our being and authorhood is, 
in the last analysis, the source of all 
authority. 

If we turn for a moment to the uses 
which this truth concerning Christ may 
have in our liyes, they are easy to find. 
It follows first that rejection or neglect 
of the authority of Christ is the sin of 
disobedience. Whenever we _ have 
raised our wills or opinions into oppo- 
sition to his commands, we have been 
guilty of disobedience. When Christ 
has succeeded in convincing us that a 
perfect wisdom and authority are in 
his words, who are we, with our incon- 
sistent lives, our dim_ perceptions of 
right and wrong, our blindness to the 
future, that we should sit in judgment 
upon him. If the claims of Christ are 
well founded, then there is no greater 
wickedness or folly among those who 
know of him, than to live for seme 
other ends and by some other prin- 
ciples than he has proposed. It was 
difficult for Stanley, leading his half- 
savage hordes through the forests of 
Central Africa, to persuade them that 
he knew whither he was going; to per- 
suade them that the instruments which 
gave him his latitude and longitude 


were trustworthy. They saw that he) 


was not able to judge by these instru- 
ments, of the character of the path 
which ran on just before them, and 
were sometimes ready to conclude that 
they could tell him nothing of the direc- 
tion and distance of that grass country 
and interior lake, of whose very exist- 
ence they had no better proof than his 
word, And yet while some of the poor 
Zanzibaris, losing heart, lay down in 
the forest to die, the many loyally fol- 
lowed him. How shall they not rise 
up in the judgment to condemn us, if 
we shall have abandoned the acknow- 
ledged, perfect wisdom and leadership 
of Jesus Christ. ; 

It tollows next that a reasonable life 
is one which studies to. know Christ’s 
will. If it is his toccommand it is ours 
to know his commands and to obey 
them intelligently, And we ought not 
to be satisfied with a half knowledge of 
his words; we ought to seek a profound 
and intimate acquaintance with him: 
not a knowledge to be wholly gained 
from the lips of any preacher, but that 
deeper. knowledge of those who sit at 
his feet and learn of him. I have often 
thought that the zeal with which men 


pursue knowledge in their favorite art, 


or science, might well incite us to 
attain a better knowledge of him. On 
the 6th of May in the year 1883, there 
was gathered onasmall, bare, coral reef 
at the outskirts of the Marquesas 
Islands, in the Southern Pacific, an as- 
semblage of most distinguished astron- 
omers from the chief centres of learn- 
ing in every land. To reach that 
isolated, distant spot they had spared 
no expenditure of treasure or time or 
toil. They had crossed tempestuous 
oceans for ten thousand milés, carrying 


| delicate and costly instruments of S8ci- 


ence—for what reason? To look for 
five minutes and twenty-three seconds, 
should the day be cloudless, upen a 
total eclipse of the sun. The power of 
human resolve could go no further. 


Prospered in their attempt, by tele- 
scope and spectroscope and the phoetoe- 
graphic camera, they studied-that great 
eclipse. The camera perpetuated the 
observations of the hour, and exact

undred observatories may now be 
studied at leisure. There is something 
inspiriting in the very thought of those 
men trowded upon that inhospitable 
shore at the antipodes.

Phillips Academy Notes. 


Out of a large list of persons brought to 
their favorable notice the Trustees of 
Phillips Academy have elected Mr. Clif- 
ford Herschel Moore as Professor of 
Greek to succeed Professor Coy, who be- 
comes Head-master of the Hotchkiss 
School. Prof. Moore has been teaching 
the last three years in the Belmont School 
in California, of which ex-President Reid 
of the University of California is the 
Principal, and he has made a distinguish- 
ed record as a scholar and teacher there.

Athenwum, the Natural History. Society, 
the Phi Beta Kappa, the Pierian Sodali- 
ty, the Signet, and other college organi- 
zations. Prof. Moore is expected in An- 
dover the last of July, looking for a resi- 
dence for himself and wife, and to make 
other arrangemennts.

Brownie’s History.

IT IS CLEVELAND. 


RECcIVES THE NOMINATION ON THE 
FIRST BALLOT. 


Session Lasts All Night and a Rallet 
Taken This Morning—Ontline of the 
Doings of Democrats at Chicago 


GROVER CLEVELAND 

CHICAGO, June 22.—The convention was 
called to order by Chairman Brice. Prayer 
was offered, and Hon. William C. Owen 
of Kentucky was made temporary chair- 
man. The temporary organization was 
completed. Mr. Owen made a speech in 
which he eulogizet the party and ad- 
monished the members to work harder 
than ever for success this year. 

A resolution of sympathy with James 
G. Blaine was offered und adopted amid 
immense applause. 

Then, at 2 p. m., the convention ad- 
journed to 11 a m. today, 

The permanent chairman of the conven- 
tion will be Hon. William L. Wilson of 
West Virginia. 

Henry Watterson, who has all along 
been one of the most bitter opponents of 
Cleveland, during the day addressed a 
meeting of the Kentucky delegation. In 
his remarks he said that from this time 
on he is a Cleveland man, seeing that his 
nomination is inevitable. 

Of the situation there is little to say. 
The sum and substance of the opinions ex- 
pressed affirms that Cleveland will be 
nominated, 

A meeting of colored men was held in 
the Democratic headquarters. Many of 
those present said they were Republicans 
and were opposed to Harrison and con- 
cluded that they desired to enter the 
Democratic party. 

At 11:30 in the evening Mr. Whitney 
paid Cleveland was sure of 626 votes, and 
that a gain of twenty-five had been made 
since the day before. 


SECOND DAY’S SESSION. 


CHICAGO, June 23.—At the forenvon ses- 
sion of the convention there was a call for 
the report of the committee on credentials. 
aud this not being ready, a speech was 
made by Senator Palmer. Then the com- 
mittee came in, and after its report had 
been abopted, William L. Wilson was 
made permanent chairman. His speech 
was an able one and was warmly received. 

The committee on resolutions was not 
ready to report, and to give them time to 
act a recess was taken until 5 o’clock. 

The whole evening session was murked 
by the greatest enthusiasm, the cheers for 
Cleveland in one instance continuing 
twenty minutes without interruption, 
and at another time for Hill twenty-three 
minutes without a break. 

The committee on re«olutions reported 
the platform, which is very long, and 
when its reading was concluded there was 
considerable discussion about the tariff 
plank. Finally the plank reported was 
substituted by the plank in the platform 
of 1876. An attempt was made to insert 
a more radical silver plank, but this 
failed. 

A rollcallon the tariff plank was or- 
dered and the substitute adopted by a vote 
of 564 to 342. 

Then the roll of states for nomination 
speeches was commenced, and when New 
Jersey was reached Governor Abbett arose 
and placed the name of Grover Cleveland 
before the convention. 

Hill was nominated by DeWitt of New 
York. 

Boies was nominated by Duncomb of 
Towa and his nomination was seconded by 
Henry Watterson. 

Hon. P. A. Collins of Massachusetts 
seconded the nomination of Cleveland. 

Ochs of Tennessee seconded the nomina- 
tion of Cleveland, and then the rollcall 
went on down, seconding speeches being 
received from Texas and Virginia, Mr. 
Daniel responding tor the latter state. 

Other seconding speeches were received, 
and when the roll was finished Bourke 
Bockran got the platform. 

Ap 2:0 4a. m.the rollcall of states for 
balloting was ordered amid great excite- 
ment, 

A motion to adjourn till 11 was lost. 

The ballot for nomination then pro- 
ceeded, 

Grover Cleveland was nominated for the 
presidency onthe first ballot, receiving 
61613 votes. ‘The vote for Hill was 119: 
fur Hvies 108,

Of Hina Renomination by Committee 
Appointed for That Purpose. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—The_ notifica- 
tion to President Harrison that he has 
been nominated for another term by his 
party was conveyed to him at the White 
House at noon today. The circumstances 
were somewhat different from those un- 
der which he was notified four years ago 
at his modest home in Indianapolis. 

The committee this year consisted of 
two from each state, which made a large 
one, and made the big east room of the 
White House a more suitable meeting 
place than the contracted limits of a 
private house. McKinley headed the com- 
mitt: e of notification this year.

MAINE LUMBER DRIVES, 


Prospect That the Moosehead Lake Cuts 
Will Reach Market. 


GREENVILLE, Me., June 18;—The pros- 
pects for the Jumbermen atound Moose- 
head lake are much less discouraging than 
they were a few weeks ago. Although the 
spring has been very dry, still compara- 
tively few lovs will be hungup. The 
Roach river drive of 18,000,000 feet. under 
the charge of W. L. Rogers, came into the 
lake last week and have been turned into 
the Kennebec, not a log remaining be- 
hind. It is expected that about one-half 
of the Moose river drive of 50,000,000 feet 
will be gotten into the lake during the 
next week. 

In the Kennebec the logs are moving 
slowly, and although the “head” in 
Moosehead lake is two feet less than 
usual the contractors hope to work them 
through. 

Fourteen miles of Dead river is jammed 
full of logs, amounting to over 20,000,000 
feet, which, unless there are unusually 
heavy freshets in the fall, will remain 
there till next spring, 

The logs in the Penobscot river are still 
running, with only a few hundred thousand 
feet hung up on Seboomuck Falls and 
other hard places, Thirty million have 
passed through Chesuncook lake.

A Brother and a Detective in Search of 
Miss Calhoun, 


PLAINFIELD, Conn., June 21.—An En- 
glisb detective and a young man, whose 
name could not be learned, are in this 
couutry searching for Bridget Anna Cal- 
houn, who ran away from home in Man- 
chester, Eng.

the most remarkable. adventure to 
which scientific enthusiasm has yet 
prompted the resolves ef men. 

But now if the object to be known is 
notthe sun merely, but the glorious, 
personal being who by a sovereign 
word created the sun and all the hosts 
of heaven, shall not some high resolve 
touching the knowledge of him, poss- 
ess our hearts?) Let us know that the 
Father of lights, whose resplendent 
being cannot be eclipsed by ‘created 
things, for a few years veiled his 
glories in a human form to walk upon 
the earth; let us know also that he has 
photographed for us by the light of his 
own spirit in the fadeless pictures of 
the gospels the record of that sublime 
event, and shall we not scan those 
bright pictures, taken upon. Galilean 
hills and under cloudless Judean skies 
with the fixed and high resolve to 
know what they can tell us about God 
as he is revealed in Jesus Christ, and 
to adjust our moral life to the know- 
ledge which we gain? 

It follaws last that we are called to 
great thankfulness for an _autheri- 
tative leader whom we need not fear 
to trust or follow. The world needs 
such a spiritual leader and we need 
him. We need look up to one greater 
than ourselves; to be commanded by 
him; to feel the full power and impulse 
of his via 74 te to surrender ourselves 
tohim. Itis by a hfe of present obe- 
dience, a life full of grateful and lov- 
ing service yet none the less commanded 
by him, that we shall make ready to 
meet him when he shall come to be our 
Judge. 

There are some,in this numerous 
assembly to whom the present occasion, 
placed amidst the closing hours of the 
academic year, is full of peculiar and 
tender interest. I have dared hope 
concerning such, and especially con- 
cerning those whose course draws near 
its end, that there may come to you 
some help this morning in the thought 
of Christ’s perfect authority. It has 
been yours to learn by the experience 
of your years in Andover, that life is 
not only schooled but dignified and 
variously blessed when it is placed 
under reasonable commandment. You 
know certainly that authority wisely 
and kindly exercised ever you for the 
best moral ends, although irksome for 
the time, issues at last in personal 
freedom, in high resolve,'in conscious 
erectness, in steadiness of purpose, in 
the elastic step, in the soldierly bearing 
and spirit. The youngest campaigners 
do not always endure hardness with 
uncomplaining spirit, but as prepara- 
tion for life’s campaign has been going 
on, I am sure the spirit of the true sol- 
dier of Christ has seized upon your 
minds and kindled the imaginations of 
your hearts. You can understand now 
the profound truth spoken by a wise 
man when he said: “Say what we will 
of our own personal, free arbitrament, 
the grandest things which ever come 
into us are commanded in. We even 
get more in volume by what is com- 
manded us than by all we do.”? Some- 
thing of the spirit of this institution 
which has authority over you has en- 
tered into you, to be hereafter a part 
of yourselves. It will never be forgot- 
ten or cast aside. The veterans of the 
Grand Army never forgot that they 
were under commandment for heroic 
ends. When they gathered two weeks 
ago in little squads and companies up 
and down the land, so many lessening 
remnants of a mighty host, they easily 
fell into military line and step again. 
They held up their heads with pardon- 
able pride. They squared up their 
lines for the hour toa new command, 
the spirit of the soldier kindling and 
flaming in~ their breasts, when they 
remembered that their own lives were 
made strong and heroic by the vigor- 
ous authority under which, for a high 
purpose, once they lived. I cannot 


doubt, young people, that in all life’s |. 


remaining years,—the Lord grant that 
they be many—though the discipline 
of your lives here has been moral and 
not military, it will be so with you. 
Let us say that willing submission to 
high and wise authority here, has been 
so much preparation for a joyful sub- 
mission to the higher and wiser author- 
ity of Christ, as you take up life’s 
duties which lie just before you. Liv- 
ing under authority here you have had 
no other care than to live up to com- 
mandment and to please those who 
cared for you. Let it be so in days to 
come. Your Lord’s authority may well 
relieve you from all needless care. I 
can easily believe that, underneath the 
smiles of youth there lurk the shadows 
of great anxiety coneerning days to 
come. Will life’s powers turn out to 
be adequate for its severer tasks? Wall 
hopes be realized or disappointed? Is 
the way to be sunlighted or beclouded? 
Youth finds it harder than age finds it, 
to-obey the command, ‘‘Be not anxious 
for the merrow.’”’ But, if itis his to 
command, then responsibility is his, 
and let him bear it. It is needless to 
burden your life with cares which your 
leader ‘and commander must needs 
carry in hisown breast. The plan of 
the campaign and the issues of it are 
with him. Have no other care than to 
understand his word, and to ebey it 
with all your hearts. If it be true as 
we shall sing presently that 


“The Son of God goes forth to war 
A kingly crown to gain,” 


do not fear that his going forth will be 
in vain. Victory is to be written upon 
his banners, not defeat. If you recog- 
nize his perfect authority,what need of 
further care than to 


‘Follow in his train.” 


And therein if you find your duty you 
will find also your delight. 

As the hour of graduation approaches 
for some of you who have been fora 
Season under authority here, you will 
linger amidst the festivities of these 
closing days, with loving thought of 
one, whose more honorable, more, joy- 
ous graduation day approaches also. 
She has long been with you and with 
pupils of past years as one having au- 
thority; authority assumed by his com- 
mandment—and no man taketh it from 
her—by his commandment to be laid 
aside. In what words shall reverent 
affection speak of her? Already. she 
has in the lives of her many pupils her 
Joy and crown. Lives scholarly; lives 
strong and high in their sense of duty; 
lives clear in their mental and. moral 
‘vision; lives gathering up the spirit of 


‘of this institution which has been full 
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of her life; lives womanly:—in what 
distant quarter of the land nay, in 
what other lands may not these lives 
be found, invigorated, made heroic, 
still counting themselves blessed be- 
cause once they lived under the inspi- 
ration of her commands. It surely 
need not be an hour of sorrow when 
now the place of authority is to be left 
behind. The dignity of it, the joy of 
it, the power of it was in his command- 
ment, and his commandment remains, 
for later service and for other years. 
And not for other years only, but for 
the life beyond where they need not 
count succession by years or centuries. 
It is for the {Christian, glad when he’ 
takes up or resigns his task at Christ’s 
command, to find, in his hope of eter- 
nity, as well asin his expectation for 
eg WO time, his chiefest joy in this 
that his life is to be lifted up and 
blessed by the power of an everlasting 
commandment. 


It happened to the followers of Stan- 
ley in darkest Africa, to plunge into 
the gloom of an almost impenetrable 
forest. _Hemmed in by-all the miseries 
of that tangled wild, under vast over- 
Tea growths which shit in the 
light of day, in solemn silenve, by 
lovely cataracts, in fearfulness and 
want they took their way. But, at last, 
there came to them a morning long to 
be remembered; a magnificent. morn- 
ing, when leaving the gloom and dark- 
ness all behind them they came out 
into the light and warmth of the blessed 
day. Around them were. grassy plains. 
Above them serene and lofty, arched 
the blue. heavens. In uncontrollable 
delight they gazed upward into the 
unobscuring air. The bright leagues 
of the heavenly spaces were peopled 
with sengbirds who gave them wel- 
come. Were ever skies so blue? Had 
ever sunlight so benignant and caress- 
ing touch? Soft summer breezes 
fanned their cheeks. The day of isola- 
tion and struggle had gone by. 

To the follewers of the great Captain 
of Safvation will come the morning of 
deliverance. Through what pain and 
struggle and darkness the way may 
lead we do not know, but the way leads 
through death and the grave out into 
the heavenly plains and into the fade- 
less light of the unending day. There 
will be te followers of Christ an ever 
remaining joy in. the thought that his 
emancipation and freedom came to him 
because once he was placed under com- 
mandment so high.
